“The kid was out there hamming it up for the 
camera one night in March, when a bearded figure 
suddenly appeared onscreen, running on all fours 
behind a group of deer that came smashing across 
the trail,” Severin said on Tuesday. “Well, you can 
imagine the sensation it caused among Bro’s 35 
million weekly viewers,” the producer continued. 
“This man captured everyone’s imagination, and 
I immediately knew I had to track him down 


and make a movie. Unfortunately, word got out — 


and it’s becoming very difficult © 
to film an honest doc with all 
these observers.” 

Police have cordoned off the 
stretch of woods where Bourgeois, 
aka Deer King, spends most of 
his time, but curious fans and 
onlookers are still managing to 
break through the perimeter, 
often asking Deer King for 
autographs or trying to get on 
camera in order to achieve their 
own brush with fame. 

“T have Billy Bob’s permission 
to film, so that helps, but I’m 
basically just letting him do his 
thing most of the time,” Severin 
added. “That proves extra 
challenging when he jumps 
fences and enters area properties 
to eat flowers and goodies from 
their vegetable gardens,” he said. 
“Moments like that pretty much incite total chaos.” 

Severin explained that HPD officers have done 
an excellent job holding back the fray, but he 
acknowledged the difficulty of managing such a 
unique situation. “All this craziness has just caused 
me to rethink the film and respond with truth 
and flexibility,” he: pointed out. “I’m currently 
reworking the documentary to include all this 
madness that arose upon our arrival. It’s a bit 


more meta, but that’s the way it goes in our pursuit 


of depicting reality honestly.” 
Bourgeois’ friends and family, who were 
interviewed for the film, say he fell off the grid 


in 2011 and has had little contact with the area’s 
human population, aside from accepting gifts 
left for him on the edge of his woodsy domain. 
“If you leave anything—be it an iPod, a scarf or 
a box of Fruit Loops—it will be gone by the next 
morning,” Deer King’s long-suffering wife, Betty 
Bourgeois, said, complaining that she’s had little 
direct contact with him over the last nine years. 
“Once in a great while, I’ve coaxed him into eating 
cornmeal from my hand, but usually he just stands 
very still and hopes I can’t see him.” 

If all goes according to plan, Deer King will 
debut on streaming television this August. ga

Steve Amaral, the man behind the magic that takes place 
every day at North Fork Chocolate Company, is an artist, 
both with a paint brush and with the cacao and sugar and 
imagination with which he plies his culinary craft. There is 
also an art to bringing a smile to people’s faces, to offering 
them another way to see the world. Without warning, he'll 
send a video or a joke or a reflection on what the hell is 
going on around us. They are always a welcome surprise. 

I was lucky enough to be there in his Aquebogue shop, 
countless months ago now, it seems, on the day he was 
making his first batch of Rough Rider Bourbon Chocolate 
Bars. For years I had admired how Steve had used various 
local ingredients, strawberry preserves and apple cider and 
blueberry port and such, in his bite-sized confections, but 
this was something else entirely. He and I happen to share 
a love of Rough Rider, made just down the road by Long 
Island Spirits. We have toasted to any number of things 
over the years, and Rough Rider has filled the glass on 
more than a single occasion. Because it is local, because we 
admire the folks making it, because it is oh so good, well, 
that was all reason enough. 

Steve gave me one of those chocolate bars as a gift, 
before they were even being offered to the public. 
I’ve held onto it, waiting for that special occasion to 
open it. :

When Long Island Spirits opened in Baiting Hollow in 
2007, it became the first craft distillery on Long Island since 
the 1800s, proponents of sustainable distillery practices 
and the innovative fermenting, distilling and blending 
techniques it has pioneered. From sourcing to finishing, 
they have always been locally focused. 

Rough Rider, of course, is named for Teddy Roosevelt 
and the band of soldiers who stormed San Juan Hill in 
the Spanish-American War. The Rough Riders became the 


stuff of legend, fighters who embodied the American spirit. 


“In 1898, Teddy Roosevelt, a native Long Islander, 
organized the United States First Volunteer Cavalry, 
known as the Rough Riders. This disparate group of men 
cherished adventure, independence and excellence. Long 
Island Spirits is located just miles from where the Rough 
Riders were quarantined and then disbanded following 
their victory in the Spanish American War in a legendary 
summer they had in Montauk Point.”

I have had a bottle of Rough Rider at home with me, 
unopened, here before any self-quarantine began. Given as 
a gift. I have been saving it for a celebratory occasion.

The film Sideways has, in some circles, become the 
Memorial Day movie to watch and kick off wine-touring- 
and-tasting season, here and elsewhere. There’s no mention 
of rosé, at least not that I can remember, but the number 
of lines and images people shared with me from the movie 
over this past weekend prove it still pairs well with our local 
wine country. Sure, everyone can quote, in whole or in part, 
the “merlot” scene. And the pinot noir soliloquy is a thing 
of beauty. But I have become partial to another moment. 

Miles, the oenophile, and Maya, the wine-loving 
object of his affection, are having a discussion about 
the bottles in their personal collections,’ the special 
ones. Miles mentions his one true prize, a bottle of 1961 
Cheval Blanc, that remains tucked away in his home. 
Maya: Seriously, the *61 Cheval Blanc is peaking...it 
might be too late already. What are you waiting for? 
Miles: Idon’tknow, aspecial occasion. Withtheright person. 
Maya: The day you open a ’61 Cheval Blanc, that’s the 
special occasion.

The Long Island Spirits line also includes LiV Vodka, 
Sorbetta and Pine Barrens Whiskey, but this spring they 
pivoted and added what has already become their most 
noteworthy product. With a need arising all around, they 
started making pharmaceutical-grade hand sanitizer under 
the U.S. Department of HHS, FDA and Centers for Drug 
Evaluation and Research Policy for Alcohol Based Sanitizer 
Production During a Public Health Emergency. 

“By law, vodka needs to be distilled to above 190 Proof 
before it is blended down,” it says right there on their 
website, the first thing you see when you arrive. “Our LiV 
Vodka is distilled to 192 Proof, which only a small number 
of distilleries have the proper rectification columns to do 
this. We then are taking the equivalent of a full Liter of 
our LiV Standard Vodka Beverage Grade Alcohol (which 
would retail for $30 per Liter) prior to being blended with 
distilled water and producing the equivalent of 16 oz of 
Hand Sanitizer.” 

They have provided the sanitizer to local hospitals 
and healthcare facilities, made it available to the public, 
partnered with Hampton Jitney for shipping to New 
York City. When you open a container, you are opening 
something special.

Watching the Full 15 Hours of the Miracle

F or five consecutive evenings a few weeks 
ago, I watched as the New York Mets beat 
the Baltimore Orioles in the 1969 World Series 
once again. This was the first World Series the 
Mets had ever won, and although I saw the end 
of the last game at the time, I had never seen all 
the games. Yes, it would be a project. But why 
not. I’m home quarantined. I could use a little 
cheering up. 

I do remember the Mets leaping around the 
infield joyfully after the fifth and final game, 
which I watched “live in living color’—color TV 
was just coming into common use in 1969—while 
sitting on a stool in the downstairs bar at the 
1770 House in East Hampton. With the last out, 
we all jumped around, shouting, slapping backs, 
spilling drinks, whooping and carrying on.

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Well, now I watched it over five days, in the 
middle of a pandemic on SNY on my five-foot- 
wide flat-screen TV. 

This 1969 World Series cemented the nickname 
“Amazin’ Mets,” and they are still called that 
today. But they had been called that long before 
that World Series. The team had been founded 
seven years earlier as an expansion team in the 
National League and, as they were given cast-off 
players by the other teams, they kept on losing 
and losing until they lost a record 120 games 
to finish 10th. Yes, there were 10 teams in the 
National League back then. The record of 120 
defeats has never been equaled. 

Also unequaled was the fact that for the next six 
seasons, they continued to finish 10th five times, 
and fans started calling them the “Amazin’ Mets” 
for all the negative records they were setting. It 
was sarcasm.

When it appeared 10th place was going to 
happen again in their seventh season, a fan in the 
bleachers—and I recall this very well—held up a> 
bed sheet with spray paint reading “We don’t want 
a miracle. We just want Ninth.” Surprisingly, 
they rose to ninth. Now it was the year after that. 
And they had somehow scrambled into the World 
Series, a ragtag underdog who came roaring up. 
from behind in the closing months of the season 
to snatch the pennant, and now would play what 
many considered one of the best baseball teams 
that ever played the game—the 1969 American 
League champion Baltimore Orioles. _ 

So here’s what happened. Baltimore won the 
first game. They thought the rest would be easy. 
It wasn’t. The Mets won the next four. And that 
was that. 

It was interesting to see how baseball was 
played back then. Much of it differed from how 
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they do it today. The pitchers got the ball from 
the catcher and threw it back usually in less than 
_ 10 seconds. It seemed more like a game of catch 
then. Today the pitchers hem and haw, shake off 
a sign, go to the rosin bag, kick at the rubber, lean 
in, then finally get a pitch off. 

The starters often pitched all nine innings back 
thew or nearly so. They didn’t seem tired at all 
doing t that, 

_ Strong winds would send the infield dust 
ig into the eyes of the infielders in 
(hose days. Today they water the ai every 
three innings. 

_ The fans were different in 1969, too. In both 
stadiums, those attending the games were almost 
all white. In Baltimore the men wore suits and 
ties. In New York, the fans wore almost anything 
but suits and ties. And they were very unruly. A 
vast collection of napkins, paper cups, confetti 


and other debris collected on the outfield grass, 


in New York anyway, but not in Baltimore. 

If the fans were mostly white, about one of 
five players on these two teams were African- 
American. Jackie Robinson had broken the color 
barrier nearly 20 years earlier. There were no 
Japanese players, though, and I recall that I saw 
only one Hispanic player. 

The first two games, in Baltimore, were now 
replaying on my television in black-and-white, 
which made me think I was mistaken remembering 
I had watched the last game in color. But the last 
three games, which took place in New York, were 
in color, in some of the worst blurry footage 
imaginable, but color nevertheless—“living 
color,” as the NBC announcer Curt Gowdy said 
proudly. The reds were particularly vivid. 

In the fifth and final game, a shimmering 
rainbow of a horizontal line spent five seconds 
slowly making its way from the top of the screen 
to the bottom at about 30-second intervals for the 
first two innings. Then it was gone. 

“They probably whacked the side of the 
television camera with a fist,” I told my wife. 
“That’s how we fixed electronics back then.” 

Surprisingly, the quality of play was about 
the same, then to now. Just fabulous. There 


was a towering home run in the last game by 


Baltimore Oriole Frank Robinson. There were 
diving catches all over the place, including three

by Mets outfielders, one of which, by Tommy 
Agee in center field, cost the Orioles three runs 
that then led to their defeat in the fourth game. 

There was a certain informality to the game 
then. Sweat would soak a pitcher’s cap brim. In 
the fifth game, a Baltimore player emerged from 
the dugout for his time at bat tucking his shirt 
into his pants, which he had neglected to do 
earlier. 

And there were no helmets or any other safety 
gear like we see today for the batter, the catcher, 
or even the umps. Canvas covered the outfield 
walls. Hard on whoever ran into them, and 
several did. 

At one point, Gowdy, said that 
55,000 fans had paid $600,000 
in total to be in attendance. That 
would be an average of $11 a 
ticket. 

Stars of the game were, besides 
Agee, Bud Harrelson, Tom Seaver 
and a usually unremarkable Al 
Weis. Gil Hodges, who years 
earlier had. played first base for 
the Brooklyn Dodgers, was just a 
great manager for the Mets this 
year. (The Mets’ first manager, 
Casey Stengel, who had won seven 
Worlds Series for the New York 
Yankees before being “retired” 
at age 70, once after a bad loss 
by the Mets in those earlier years 
famously said, “Can’t ANYBODY 
here play this game?”) 

As we turned on the TV to watch the fifth 
and final game, I told my wife that I thought 
the Mets would take that last game because 
Baltimore surely would be very disheartened 
by the dramatic and fabulous plays at crucial 
moments by the Mets in the earlier four games. 

“But you know that is going to happen,” she 
reminded me. 

“Yeah,” I said lamely. “Well, I hope that 
happens.” 

So of course, it did.

A few days ago, I read that baseball is thinking 


about starting a full schedule of games on July 
4. Games will be played in empty stadiums, and

the players for the most part will be at a social 
distance from one to the.other, so this works. 

It’s hard to imagine somebody hitting a ball 
over the wall of the stadium without everybody 
cheering, and I suppose the bigshots within 
baseball think either it will be done in silence 
or, for the millions watching on television, they 
will release recorded cheering at appropriate 
moments, as they used to do on TV long ago. 

Neither silence nor recorded cheering sounds 


. too appealing, though. 


But here’s some thinking out of the box. For 
the last few months, all the people in America 
have been using Zoom to attend parties, dinners, 
weddings ‘and funerals. I’ve 
been to a few of those, and 
if everybody talks, Zoom just 
sends it out as it comes in. 
It’s a cacophony of sound by 
talking heads until people 
settle down. 

Can you imagine what 
Zoom would do to a 
ballgame? Somebody would 
hit a home run and all those 
little boxes of people in their 
living rooms would scream 
and cheer all at the same 
time—and this could be piped 
into the game and released as 
a roar of millions watching 
the game.

Exic Haze on Histoxic Elaine de Kooning House Residency 


n February, Elaine de Kooning House 

Director of Programming Katherine 
McMahon wrote to Dan’s Papers that they 
had a very exciting artist-in-residence 
working in the landmark studio through 
March. Now, in May, with the world 
turned upside down, artist Eric Haze’s 
residency has been extended indefinitely. 
_ Haze, an iconic artist who returned to 
his roots as a fine artist after decades 
in graphic design, spoke with us before 
the COVID-19 quarantine. What follows 
is an incredibly insightful talk with a man 
whose life was influenced by an early-in- 
life encounter with de Kooning and who 
continues to honor her legacy with his own 
creative aca 


Tell us about your connection to 

Elaine de Kooning. 

_ As far as I understand, I’m the first 
person doing a residency here who had a 
real world connection to Elaine. Simply 
put, she painted me when I was 10 years 
old in 1972. We sat for two, maybe three 
sessions in her loft down by Union Square, 
the same loft she painted the Kennedys in. 
I remember sitting, but I also remember 
- her giving me paints and pushing me and 
sort of mentoring me. While she painted 
my Sister she gave me something to do, and 
what to do was to paint. 


Was your experience with 
_ Elaine de Kooning 

_ your first real exposure to art? 
_ It was really my second formative exposure. My 
first was with Arthur Carr, who taught at Columbia, 
who collected a phenomenal collection of pop art. I 
was about 8 years old and we went to his house and 
his apartment was top-to-bottom pop art—Warhol, 
_ Lichtenstein, all those in one shot, and it made a real 
impact on me at the time that art didn’t have to just bea 
pretty picture. I went home and reproduced a drawing 
by Robert Indiana of two sneakers hanging. The first 
artists I sort of was impressed by were pop artists, then 
Elaine and obviously [her husband] Willem. 


Was Elaine a part of your life after 
she painted you? 
I met Elaine once later. I remember she was genuinely 
interested in the fact that I was writing graffiti. 


How did you get started in graffiti writing? 

Really, it-was just growing around us in the. city 
like vegetation and everyone in the neighborhood and 
everyone on the block did graffiti and so did I. The sort 
of backstory is that I had become an abstract painter at 
10 years old and at 11 I became a graffiti artist! I have 
pieces from when I was 11 and it was graffiti. I was a 
wild child and the graffiti was part of the package. 


Talk about the work you’re 
doing here at the house. 

I’m diving into creating four different series of work, 
working my way up in terms of complexity and from 
my own parameters to working on series of work that 
not only refer to Elaine, but originally I came in and 
created interiors because I fell in love with the studio 
from Day One, but also because it’s in my wheelhouse 
and one of a handful of styles I applied as a younger 
person but took a fork in the road. The subtext is sort of 
going back to not just the fork in the road when Elaine 
painted me, but along the road of possibility. I was a 
gallery artist coming of age, but I followed a number 
of different paths—a designer of clothing brands, an

art director and it’s 15 years ago now that I returned to 
New York after a decade in L.A. and I had already had 
it in my head, but I was moved to get off the computer 
and roll up my sleeves and pick up a paintbrush again. 
So the work I’m doing now, moving to portraiture, 
sort of represents my challenging myself to go out of 
my comfort zone to reinterpret some of Elaine’s work 
and the work of myself, but ultimately through a series 
of interiors, portraiture and sort of reinterpretations 
of her work and historical images that I’m ultimately 
trying to go back and explore a number of forks in the 
road. Ultimately it’s trying to get back to the purity, 
excitement and fearlessness of a 10-year-old mind. 


Did you find graphic design work satisfying? 


I wouldn’t have traveled that road if it wasn’t! I’ve 


_ had an incredibly interesting and diverse career as 


a graphic designer, art director and founder and 
principal of my own brand. 


Have you been coming to the 
Hamptons. for your whole life? 

My father was a tennis pro at the Montauk Hotel in 
the ’50s, I’ve been coming out here including all the 
way out to the Pill Box since I was 11 years old. My 
whole life, reartienily. 


Why do you think the East End attracts artists? 

I can’t speak for the not-living anymore but I 
don’t know whether it was the isolation or sense of 
community they have out here but it’s the chicken 
and the egg. As a younger man, being in the city and 
rubbing elbows and being a kinetic part of a scene 
and movement was important, but at a certain point 
I knew who I was and what I wanted to focus on. The 
external stimulation wasn’t as important as the quality 
environment I could focus on, and I would assume the 
same for the Cedar Tavern crowd. 


Talk about working in this stunning studio. 
This is god’s studio. I have, for a number of years, 


Gy 


been planning to buy a country house and 
have this kind of studio in this isolation and 
focus, and this is the perfect dream studio 
built by a seasoned artist at-the prime of 
her life. There’s not a bad line or layout in 
here. Being up here has not only just sealed 
the deal of every mental picture I’ve had of 
how great it would be to have this dream 
environment of total isolation not so far 
from the city, but being in her studio is an 
essential part of not just the work but the 
experience. I’m on many different channels 
and places in my life with deadlines, 
employees anda certain routine in New 
York. It’s not as easy to carve away the 
mental space that I’ve been able to achieve 
naturally here, so the energy level is so high 
in here and I’m so engaged I can’t sleep! 
Tm turned on and working and making 
the most of a golden opportunity both 
professionally and personally as being here 
has been nothing short of transformational. 
I’ve pushed myself way past my 
comfort zone. 


How has your wife, actress Rosie 
Perez, reacted to this project? 

She’s inspired and as blown away as I am. 
Rosie and I are married, but also soulmates 
and best friends and that was one thing we 
both recognized and understood in each 
other. There’s a time and a place where 
we've got to exist in a particular creative 
space. We have developed a very good push 
and pull of stepping forward and supporting, 

and falling back and leaving alone and it’s a cliche 
but finding my real partner, becoming married and 
knowing I had love waiting for me at home changed 
my worldview, including how I approached my work. 
When I was younger and had big moments, there was 
this latent fear of “is this it? Is it all downhill from 
here?” But decades of hard work and successes have 
allowed me to shift that philosophy. With that mindset, 
I had a lot of targets in my head when I came up here 
and I’ve hit all of them so far but I’ve intentionally given 
myself a lot of open road for discovery for unintended 
consequences, of which happily, there have been many. 


What does this residency mean to you? 

It’s a transformational, landmark moment for me, 
my career, particularly as a fine artist, but I guess the 
last point I want to make is, given that I’m working on 
a limited period of time here, say a season, not only 
have I been all the way down the rabbit hole focused 
and productive as I can every waking minute here, 
I also believe in the light of history, my hope and 
intention is that some of the more Elaine-rooted work 
here becomes an important story and component in 
Elaine’s legacy, not only mine. And that some, if not all, 
of the work I’m creating here becomes seminal work in 
both my career and the light of Elaine’s history. 


What message do you want to get across to 
people as you continue this project? 
Throughout all my successes I remain humble and 
open but at the same time the most often question of 
me over decades is ‘did you ever think it would amount 
to this much?’ And the answer is. yes. There are no 
accidents. These opportunities only come from being in 
the right place at the right time and being ready to seize 
the moment. It was the absolutely perfect time in my 
life. I’ve walked the line somewhere between knowing 
I’m just one person operating with perspective and 
humility, but at the same time making sure that I have 
the audacity to shoot for greatness.

Let the Wine Flow: Wineues Adapt to a Changing Woud 


R osé has become ubiquitous with the East End and 
summer, but all the offerings of Long Island Wine 
Country have made it more and more prominent. As the 
COVID-19 crisis continues, the local wine industry— 
which has historically relied a great deal on tasting 
rooms and on-site events—has had to adapt, and quickly. 

Three award-winning oenophile favorites—Wolffer 
Estate Vineyard, Shinn Estate Vineyards and 
Sparkling Pointe—discuss their experiences during the 
quarantine and their visions for the future, including 


how they’ve adapted with virtual tastings, shipping 


across the country and more. 


ON ADAPTING TO THE QUARANTINE: 
“Wolffer Estate Vineyard is currently operating 
under the New York statewide order for wineries to 
be pick-up only, and work-from-home has been 
instated for any nonessential, employees. We are 
continuing to supply our Hamptons wines, ciders, and 
spirits for the collective hunker-down through online 
sales, wholesale distribution and local pick-up and 
delivery services.”

“We've had to close down our B&B, which is usually 
_ at full capacity heading into this time of year. We have 
a great staff who have been wearing a range of hats and 
have been instrumental in keeping our business afloat 
during this difficult time.

Mother Nature pushes on. It is expensive to manage 
farmland, grape growing in particular, so losing our 
on-site tasting room revenue and the revenue from 
restaurants serving our wine, has certainly been the 
biggest challenge. However, once we do open it will be 
imperative to do so safely. There are great protocols 
provided to us from Wine America and Cornell, 
vetted by the CDC, Johns Hopkins, NYSLA, and NYS 
DOH, that will guide the policies and procedures of 


our re-opening and operations. It will certainly be 
challenging to change our ways, but we are up to the 
task to ensure we open in a way that protects our staff 
and our guests. Wine Tasting is a social experience 
so we must find a way to make it welcoming, and fun,
